Exactly five years after 
prohibition I visited him, and he him- 
self took me to lunch to a place where 
drinks were served to us. He acknowl- 


This awakening has come to a good 
many good Americans who at first sup- 
ported the dry laws. Now they se 
their sons and daughters running 
around in high powered automobiles and 
drinking poison. The reason is purely 
psychological and its workings are very 
simple. Have liquor on the market, 
easily accessible, only intemperate peo- 
mos. ple will drink in excess; the majority 
will drink in moderation; a good many 
will not touch the stuff. Youth will 
drink very little or nothing at all. But 
prohibit drinking, and drink will be- 
come very interesting to v~ch, because 
it is the smart thing to do; a little 
risky, exciting; and interesting. Only 
old fossils preach against it! 

I remember the days before the Rus- 
sian revolution when socialist literature 
was prohibited in Russia. Yet this was 
practically the only kind of literature 
that was being read voluntarily by hign 
school and university students. Secret 
societies were organized for that pur- 
pose, consisting of students of both 
sexes. 
You cannot legislate morality and 
temperance; neither can an economic 
theory be forced on a people, as the bol- 
sheviks will soon find out. The re-

and the losers contended that, the big - 
gest factor ‘against them was that 
less than two-thirds of the total mem- 
bership of 3,715 voted. 

Subsequently, in February, the 
names of the sitting judges except 
Steffen were submitted along with the 
names of 24 other lawyers: whose can- 
didacies were presented by petition for 
a second referendum and the six who 
topped the resulting list were given 
the association’s indorsement. Judge 
Sullivan was tenth among the 29, and 
his lawyers’ committee contends that 
the reduction of his vote below his 
November total was due to the report 
on candidates sent out with the bar 
association ballots. 

Through its report,“ rende a state - 
ment on behalf of Judge Sullivan, 
“the committee said in substance and 
effect: ‘We, the committee on candi- 
dates, are against these candidates. 
We are against these others.’ It was 
only after the committee on candidates 
sought. to and did prejudice the mem- 
bers against certain judges that oF;

Young, But a Veteran. ; 

Although only 47 years old, Judge 
Sullivan is regarded @s one of the 
veteran jurists of Cook county. He 
was elected a judge of the Municipal 
court in 1912. He was elected to the 
Superior bench in 1916 and reélected 
in 1922, this time on a fusion ticket 
said to have been approved by the 
Chicago Bar association, 
service in the state court he twice 
has been elected chief justice and has 
presided in all branches of the court.

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Mission for Girls. 
Seeks New Home 


A new and larger building, which 
will have a hospital, a nursery, and 
facilities for vocational training, is 
planned for the Chicago anchorage of 
the National Florence Crittenton mis- 
sion, Mrs. J. Ele Collier of Nashville, 
Tenn., mission field secretary, who is 
a guest at the Chicago home, said yes- 
terday. The present building, sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions, is 
inadequate for the work, she said. 

Since the establishment of the Chi- 
cago home 42 years ago, 5,350 unfor- 
tunate girls and their babies have 
been cared for. Although donations 
frem the national missions’ founder, 
Charles N. Crittenton, were received 
from 1903 until his death in 1909, the 
home has largely been supported by 
voluntary contributions. In most of 
the 65 Crittenton homes over the 
United States, mothers receive voca- 
tional training, and work is obtained 
for them so that they and their babies 
may not be separated. It is the ambi- 
tion of the Chicago board of managers 
to build a suburban home,

Such progress has been made out 
along the Des Plaines river near the 
village of Brookfield by the Chicago 
Zoological Gardens for their jungle 
guests in 1933 that the ultimate design 
of the 195 acre park may de easily 
visualized, a visit there yesterday re- 
vealed, 

A sturdy wire fence encompasses an 
area of wooded and cleared land. In- 
side the south end of the enclosure, 
a cluster of brick buildings, their 
whitewash apparently weathered by 
many seasons, might for a moment 
give the impression of the colonial 
estate of some landed gentry. 


) Twin buildings, done in brick and 


faced with cold water paint, which 
gives the effect of weathered white 
wash, form the entrance group. One 
of these contains the ad 


offices and the other rest rooms. They . 
are joined by an Italianate arcade and | 


wall. 


The style of architecture, a modified 
Italian farm treatment of the Renais- 
sance period, which, however, through 
the use of shutters on the windows 
and the type of finish, resembles a co- 
lonial ideal, is carried out in the other 
buildings now completed, those under 
construction, and those projected. The 
proportions are pleasing and a simple, 
intimate effect is produced. 

Through the entrance arcade a 
vista extends along the north-south 
mall, which is one of the axes of the 
gardens. With crushed stone, ob 
‘tained from the excavations nearby for 
the Sanitary district's Salt creek in- 
tercepting sewer, the foundations for 
the walks and formal design of the 
mall are being laid. This work con- 
tinues night and day. 

Down the mall, a circular plat has 
been cincered for the installation of a 
fountain and beyond that a seventy 
foot artificial craggy mountain is ris- 
ing. Here in natural surroundings 
goats and sheep will caper. > 


With E. H. Bean, director of the 
gardens, and his son, Robert Bean, 
associate director, a visit is made to 
the completed reptile house, a one 
story building just northwest of the 
entrance.
